Secriox 1. The register of deeds of Brown county
in this State, is hereby authorized and directed to re-
ceive and record, in the rccords of said county, all T % ko
deeds, mortgages or other conveyances, of any lands ey
lying and being in the counsies of Redwood and Cot-
tonwood, in this State. Said register of deeds shall
enter in the reception book, in his office, the date of
the reception of such deed, mortgage or other convey-
ance, and shall enter the names of the grantor and

- grunteo in the proper index, with the description of

land and place of record, in the same mauner as is
now provided by law for the record of deeds, mortga-
ges or other conveyances of lunds.
(aSec. 2. The record of any deed, mortgage, or
other conveystce of lands, lying in the counties of Vlidtty of amid
Redwood and Cottonwood, in the office of the register reom
of deeds of Brown counfy, as hereinbefore provided,
shall be as valid, and shall have the sume effect in law
and in equity, to alt intents and purposes, as if the samo
had been recorded in the office of register of deeds of
the county in which such lands sh:ﬂhie.
